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Since  1925  Southern  Baptists 
have  been  involved  in  the  most 
incredible  mission  experience 
ever  known  to  Christianity.

I  was 
visitiM  wiA  a  pastor  who  because  of 
a  nu^per  of  reasons,  some  related 
to  Mgram  shnnch  and  others  related 
to  sfooRS  ^  md  predictions  he  had 
res<L  said.  ‘Maybe  it  is  time  to  scrap 
the  Oooptk  gUve  Program.*  Know¬ 
ing  how  m  ation-minded  this  pastor 
is  and  also  being  aware  of  the  fact 
that  he  was  not  mad  or  fussing  about 
anything.  1  simply  asked  him,^How 
would  you  do  that?'  From  there  our 
conversation  and  dialogue  went  in 
several  ditections  of  interest  and  con¬ 
cern  to  hits  and  to  me. 

I  was  c«  rtainW  interested  in  his 
desire  and  his  church’s  desire  to  have 
more  hao'  is-on  mission  involvement 
and  more  face  to  face  involvement 
vdth  the  rest  of  the  globe.  Unques¬ 
tionably  with  an  organixation  as  large 
as  our  worldwide  mission  force  and 
with  a  globe  as  big  as  ours,  it  is  hard 
to  personalize  every  mission  experi¬ 
ence  that  is  taking  place  all  of  the 
time.

Scrap  the  Cooperative  Program? 


port  of  the  Cooperative  Program. 

For  years  I  have  watched  and  lis¬ 
tened  as  he  would  analyze  and  then 
prognosticate,  and  I  certainly  am  not 
in  a  position  to  argue  with  him  or  his 
organization.  But  there  are  times 
that  I  have  wondered  if  some  of  what 
we  are  *aci^  Is  not  the  fulfillment 
of  a  self-fulfilled  prophecy.  I  mean 
by  that  many  organizations  come  out 
with  some  cutting  edge,  revolution¬ 
ary  thought  and  it  is  accepted  as  fact. 
It  IS  implemented  as  though  it  is  the 
only  way  that  the  future  will  unfold  to 
the  point  that  what  they  said  would 
happen  did  happen. 

I  nave  often  wondered  what  would 
have  happened  if  the  Apostle  Paul  had 
read  the  trends  on  missions^  activity 
before  be  launched  his  first  journey 
or  how  many  times  the  church  would 
have  been  srtrmied  and  stalled  had 
they  realizeo  that  what  they  were 
about  to  attempt  waa  impossible  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  polls.  I  think  we  would 
be  uninae  indm  to  ignore  trends  and 
facts  around  ns.  I  tiiink  we  would  be 
even  dumber  to  let  them  dictate  how 
as  the  people  of  God  we  should  meet 
the  future.  Before  you  decide  to  scrap 
the  Cooperative  Pr^ram,  let  me  raise 
three  questions. 


If  yon  do  away  with  the  sap- 
port  of  the  Cotmrative  Procram, 
what  will  you  directly  be  alfwt- 
ing  in  the  Kingdom  worii?  Of 
course,  time  and  space  wiU  not  permit 
a  full  analysis  here  but  everything 
that  the  Cooperative  Program  touch¬ 
es,  blesses,  and  inspires  wilLbe  hurt. 
Every  missionary,  every  college,  every 
semina^,  ev^  childcare  agency, 
every  educational  program,  all  of  the 
assistance  provided  for  new  church 
starts,  many  old  church  efforts,  and 
many  of  the  components  of  what  now 
is  recognized  as  the  finest  Christian 
orientM  disaster  relief  program  in  the 
nation  would  no  longer  m  m  place. 
Multiple  opportunities  for  trsiniiig, 
encouragement,  and  development 
would  either  be  curtailed  or  stopped. 
Honestly,  that  would  only  be  the  be¬ 
ginning. 

A  second  question  that  I  think 
needs  to  be  asked  la  what,  if  any¬ 
thing,  win  replace  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  for  our  fotnre  mis¬ 
sion  strategy  and  support?  When 
I  bear  someone  s^  something  about 
doing  away  with  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  I  try  not  to  be  defensive  because 
I  want  to  listen  to  what  is  said  hoping 
that  it  may  even  be  something  better. 


If  there  is  something  better  to  touch 
the  entire  world  for  Christ  than  what 
God  has  given  us  through  the  Cooper¬ 
ative  Program,  I  want  to  know  about 
it.  Personally,  I  don’t  believe  that  I 
am  just  protective  of  an  institution 
or  an  organization,  but  I  am  passion¬ 
ate  about  what  I  have  seen  God  do 
through  this  avenue  that  no  one  else 
has  ever  been  able  to  rival.  1  think  it 
is  marvelous  that  many  of  our  church¬ 
es  are  able  to  have  their  own  mission 
plan  and  send  mission  groups  across 
the  nation  and  around  the  world.  We 
need  that,  but  even  they  are  unable 
to  do  everything.  As  a  rule  wherever 
they  go  there  are  missionaries  there 
waiting  to  help  them.  When  th^ 
come  back  home  the  missionaries  stay 
and  continue  what  tb^  were  unable 
to  do.  The  missionaries  remain  there 
because  of  the  Cooperative  Program. 

I  know  of  no  other  Vilan  that  fits  all 
sizes  and  shapes  of  churches  that  is 

?|eared  specifically  to  reach  prople 
or  Christ  from  the  local  pulpit  all  the 
way  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  like  the 
Cooperative  Program.  When  a  better 
plan  is  conceived  I  will  applaud  it. 

In  light  of  the  first  two  ques¬ 
tions,  M  me  ask  one  last  ques¬ 
tion.  Is  the  Cooperative  Program 
worth  saving?  I  think  yon  know  my 
answer,  but  it  is  a  question  that  must 
be  answered  1^  every  church,  every 
pastor,  every  Southern  Baptist,  every 
finance  committee  member,  every 
deacon,  every  Sunday  School  teacher, 
and  eve^  denominational  worker. 

And  while  they  have  to  make  their 
own  decision,  I  would  encourue  them 
to  join  in  a  chorus  for  saying,  ‘'res! 
Yes!  Yes!’  Should  we  scrap  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program?  No,  not  now  and 
ma)rbe  not  ever,  but  we  should  recom¬ 
mit  to  what  God  is  doing  to  touch  a 
world  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
grass.  Wa  ahouM  say  a  rsiiiaaSlag  ysr- 
to  the  glory  of  Christ  and  the  saving  of 
souls.
